WASHINGTON. June 28.—-The senate
today consumed the greater part of the
day discussing the public building bill,
Efforts by several senators to secure in-
creases for public buildings were in no
case successful,

In reporting the bill. Scott, chairman
of the committee on public grounds and
buildings referred to it as “The pork
barrel." The agricultural bill reappeared
in a portion of the conference report,

The report was complete except with
a reference to the meat inspection pro-
vision and on that another conference is
ordered. There was some desultory dis-
cussion of the conference report on the
pure food bill, but it's disposition is
postponed until tomorrow. The confer-
efice committee's report on the Lake
Eri eand Ohio River ship canal bill, was
accepted without debate. Tillman found
opportunity to make his speech on the
ejection last March, of Mrs, Minor Mor-
ris, by direction of Assistant Secretary
Barnes, He reiterated his charge that
Mrs. Morris was outrageously treated
and said the President endorsed the
action by appointing Barnes postmaster
at Washington.

NEW YORK, June 28.—The police
feund another mystery on their hands
early today. and to add to the chapter
of munders yesterday. Thomas Petto
was found about two o'dock this morn-
ing with a pistol wound in his back,
Iying on the sidewalk on Forsyth street,
one of the most densely populated sec-
tions of the city. He was alive and
conscions, but when the police asked him
the name of his assailant he pleaded

FAVOR STANDARD

Oil Freight Rates Made Only to
Big Company.

DEMAND PROPER FACILITIES

Southern Railway Will Not Allow Special
Rates Except Storage Tanks
Are Built Which Debars
Small Dealers,

NEW ORLEANS. June 28.—Testimony
on the freight rates affecting seven
southern states was taken here today by
the interstate commerce commission,
All were witnesses of the independent
oil dealers, The book on oil tariff rates
issued by the Southern Railway was put
in evidence. W. O. Hudson, a former
employe of the Standand 0il Company,
testified that the rate published, was
between the Standard Oil stations, Mar-
tin Cary of Buifalo, representing the
Standard Oil poined out a proviso in
this book, that rates will be made to any
station when proper facilities for unload-
ing are furnished. Commissioner Prouty
replying said;

“T understand that proper facilities
for unloading, means storage tanks, and
that small dealers cannot build such
tanks.”

M. Milburn, secretary and treasurer of
the National Refining Company of Mem-
phis, Tenn, testified that in Arkansas
his salesmen had been arrested by the
State oil inspectors on the charge that
their oil was below the Standard, These
arrests had never been prozecuted. The
salesman had frequently been told that
if they would leave town there would be
no prosecution, At Walnut Ridge, the
witness said, one inspector was also a
distributer for the Water Pierce Oil
Company.
